The president, in a letter Eo Rail 
Director Hines, told him to take up 
tin* wage question without further 
authority iroin congress but also told 
him there would be no dealings with 
tin* employes until the railroad shop­ 
men, who 
walked out 
without lie* 
sanction of their leaders, went back 
to their jobs. 


P. M. Jewell, acting president of 
the railway department of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor has tele­ 
graphed the shopmen asking them to 
resume work so a settlement of all 
the railroad employes’ wage demands 
will not be delayed. 


Answers to Jewell’s appeal were 
looked for today in the action of the 
unauthorized 
strikers. 
If they go 
back to work 
negotations

employes will proceed. 
Otherwise,

tional conference on railroad control, 
to meet in Washington. 
Plumb 
said the 
evidence upon 
which he based his charges that big 
financial interests had wrecked the 
roads would be served until “it could 
be properly prepared and submitted 
to the jury of congress and public 
opinion.” 
Plumb is 
the 
originator 
of the 
Plumb plan 
for 
railroad 
control 
which the rail employes are demand­ 
ing and are acting as attorney for 
the employes in their campaign. 
While Plumb was testifying, it was 
nnounced that the interstate com­ 
merce committee had told President 
Wilson he had “full and plenary au­ 
thority” to deal w ith the railroad s it­ 
uation and that additional legislation 
at this time is not necessary, 
In a 
letter written bv Chairman Cummins 
at the committee’s direction, Wilson 
was told that Director General Hines 
has authority to fix wages and rates 
and that no legislation is necessary 
to deal with the situation.
